The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of 
allowable subject matter: 

Appiicant(s) claimed invention is directed to a mixture of reaction products wherein 
organo-titanate catalysts are used for preparing macrocyclic oligoesters. 

The crux of the invention lies in the discovery that organo-titanate catalysts 
having the particular structure as claimed are useful for preparing macrocyclic 
oligoesters that are substantially free from macrocyclic co-oligoesters while avoiding the 
problems commonly associated, i.e. rapid molding and cycle time, therewith. Such has 
neither been anticipated by nor made obvious from the prior art. The art of record 
demonstrates other catalysts used to make macrocyclic oligoesters produced in the art 
which do not, however, contain the particular organo-titanate catalysts as claimed nor 
advantages as mentioned and neither avoid the problems commonly associated 
therewith.
